256 persons were shot, knifed 
or otherwise criminally assaulted, 
and there were 49 rapes. 
In addition, tor every calendar 
day of 1954 an average of 3,674 
larcenies occurred, 592 ( irs were 
stolen, and more than 1,600 rob­ 
beries or burglaries were commit­ 
ted. 


By Dec 31, 1954, some 2.267.250 
major crime s had been recorded 
5 per cent more than in 1953 and 
26 7 more than in 1950.
